It drove a cold and howl- 


ing wedge deep into Texas 
and visited upon San An- 
tonio and Houston, their 
first snow in 10 years. Southern 
points long accustomed to bland 
January weather were encrusted by 
freezing rain. A blizzard swept all 
the way to the gulf. 


Crop damage was reported ex- 
tensive in Texas, particularly among 
fruits, vegetables and small grains. 


At least 231 had died from causes 
attributable to the harsh weather 
prevailing over the la.nd for vir- 
tually a week. 
Although some easing of winter s 
rigors appeared here and there, 


" temperatures generally remained 


low, and forecasters indicated a 
wide continuance of severe weath- 
er.Low mercury readings were plen- 
tiful:

men, thought to have been J. W, 
Mann and Andrew H. Nelson, con- 
vict fugitives, escaped after ex- 
changing shots with Bill Pinkston, 
Stanton night watchman, near a 
cafe here about 2 o'clock this morn- 
Ing.Pinkston emptied his gun at the 
two. A bullet went through his 
coat but he was not hit in the ex- 
change of gunfire. The two men 
fled toward the south In a 1038 
gray Chevrolet. 
According to the watchman, tho 
two had parked in front of the 
cafe when Pinkston came along 
and recognized them. They sat In 
front of the cafe for about 15 min- 
utes, arousing Pinkston's suspi- 
cions.

SIT SOLEMNLY IN CHAMBER

Leaders of the government he serv- 
ed more than three decades joined 
today in a solemn state funeral for 
the senate's "great oppositionist," 
William E. Borah. 


President Roosevelt sat silently 


in front of Borah's gray steel casket 
in the well of the chamber which 
had echoed for year after year to 
the mighty eloquence of the Idaho 
statesman. 


Members of the supreme court, 
The cabinet and the diplomatic 
corps were seated nearby. Senators 
and representatives occupied the 
remainder of the floor space. 


The Idaho republican', 74 years 
old and dean of the senate, died 
from cerebral hemorrhage last Fri- 
day after four days of a virtually 
continuous coma. 


Borah's desk toward the rear of 
the chamber—the one he had used 
for years—was left vacant. A spray 
of dark red roses rested on Its 
mahogany top. 


Flowers were banked about the 
casket. 
The 
simple Episcopal funeral 


service was conducted by the Rev. 
Ze Barney Phillips senate chap- 
lain, assisted by the Rev. James 
Shera Montgomery, house chaplain. 
The senate convened at 
11:15 
a. m. (CST) and after a prayer by 
Dr. Phillips, suspended business

FOUR REASONS ARE BELIEVED 


BEHIND FLOOD ORATORY FROM 


BRITISH BIG GUNS RECENTLY

The bombardment of war-oratory 


turned loose by British big guns at 
the week-end disclosed a deal of 
the allied strategy for winning the 
conflict. 
I have been particularly Interest- 
ed In dissecting the speeches of 
First Lord of the Admiralty Wins- 
ton Churchill and Foreign Secre- 
tary Halifax—heavy artillery, these 
two—and the loss known but vig- 
orous Minister for Economic War- 
are Ronald Cross. This trio pretty 
well told the whole story of the 
Anglo-French trials and fears and 


„ hopes. 
.\ As I pulled these addresses to 
pieces and weighed the various 
statements—not overlooking omis- 
sions—It became clear that they 
rave more or leas official answers 
M many questions which one en- 
counters constantly. 
First off, It is worth while to 
note the underlying purpose of 
these speeches. These great men 


don't talk merely to get the sound 
of their own voices. The real rea- 
sons for the broadcasts seem to me 
to be four: 
1. To inform the public at home 


of the progress of the war; to keep 
up the morale under circumstances 
which already are trying; to pre- 
pare the public for great sacrifices 
to come. 


2. To advise the fighting forces, 
and keep up their morale, 
3. To convert neutral countries to 
the allied viewpoint. 
4. To reach the German public 
and try to persuade it to desert 
Hitler. The allies are, of course, 
making every effort to produce » 
revolt In Germany. 
Among the notable points made 
by the speakers, and sometimes em- 
phaslz,ed by the three of them, were 
these; 


Hitler threw away any chance he 
may hive had to win the war when

passengers aboard the burn- 
ed mortorship Orazio had 
been rescued, despite heavy 
seas and speed with which 
fire ravaged the vessel yesterday 
off the south coast of France. 


Local agents of the Italian line, 


owners of the vessel, said that 
"only a few" members of the crew 
of 231 still were missing after a 
new sheck-up of survivors .taken 
aboard half a dozen rescue ships. 


Previously the line had announc- 


ed that 104 persons, including 40 
passengers, were missing. 


The missing crew members were 


feared to have been killed out- 
right by an explosion of unde- 
termined 
cause 
which occurred 


about 5 a. m. yesterday starting 
the fire, which raged all day. The 
vessel still was burning today. 


Forty-eight

were confined to hospital beds.

ECLIPSE OF SUN WILL SWEEP 


ACROSS SOUTHERN PART U. S. 


APRIL 7 IN REAL SPECTACLE

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—(/I1)—An 
annular, or ring, eclipse of tho sun 
will swoop across tho southern 
United States April 7 from Wost 
Texas to Florida, traveling east- 
ward. 


It will shadow part of the United 
States up to the Alaskan southern 
border. In Canada, tho part-shadow 
will reach to tho Arctic clrclo. 
An annular eclipse Is so named 
because tho rim of tho sun will 
show In a narrow ring of light all 
around tho dark moon. This Is duo 
to tho fact tho moon Is a little too 
far away for Its bulk to cover tho 
sun completely. 


While 
astronomers can make 
only a few studies In this kind of 
eclipse, tho spectacle for tho public 
Is something that comes to most 
persons only once In a lifetime, ana 
many never son It. This eclipse lasts 
six minutes, much longer than most 
_ ... 
.. 
total eclluues. During that time, tho tloa on any JwnU 


moon will cover 03 per cent of the 
sun's surface, 


Exact positions have not yet been 
predicted, but popular astronomy 
gives the main course. The cen- 
tral shadow will enter 
Southern 
California from the Pacific ocean 
about 1 p. m. Pacific time. Chihua- 
hua, 
Moxjco, seems to bo at dead 
center of the path. 


San. Antonio and Austin, Texas; 
Baton Rouge and Now Orleans, La.; 
Pensacola, Tallahassee and Jackson- 
ville, Fla. all are near the southern 
edge of the ring shadow and moat 
of them probably Inside this path.

from Paul V. McNutt, administra- 
tor of the federal security agen- 
cy, an outline of the certification 
setup as presented to him yester- 
day by eight Texas county Judges 
and Texas members of congress.

The 
welfare, department, as a recipient 
of federal financial aid, could not 
permit its agents to assume su- 
pervision of county case workers

of the federal board. 
Plan Held In R -~rve. 


Meanwhile the Texas group head- 


ed by Senators Sheppard and Con- 
nally, held in reserve a plan to 
anneal directly to the WPA for 
a solution of the problem. Should 
the social security board fall to 
approve the judges' plan, Connally 
said, WPA would be asked 
for 


funds for er-~*loying 37 area super- 
visors to serve as a chec:: 
over 


county case workers. 


If either plan should be accept- 


ed and put into operation, the Tex- 
ans said, it would serve only as a 
temporary measure until such time 
as the Texas legislature met and 
sunulied a permanent solution. 
Counties would pay tho examin- 


ing personnel, under the plan of- 
fered McNutt as a temporary sol- 
lutlon to the problem. 


Hofhelnz Offers Way Out. 
County Judge Roy Hofheinz of 


Houston, explained, however, the

be overcome if the state depart- 
ment of welfare would assume a

McNutt Cites Law. 
McNutt cited a clause In the 


law saying the funds were appro- 
priated for administering the act 
and "for no other purpose," but 
added "in view of the fact that 
this would entail no added ex- 
pense, and that what you desir« 
is a means of giving these county 
employes the status of state work- 
ers in respect to the law, I will 
discuss the problem with the so- 
cial security board." 


"If the governor would

DR. GEORGE G. B1JTTE 
TEXAS EDUCATOR DIES 


IN MEXICO CITY 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. IS.—(ff)—A 
daughter was scheduled to arrive 
here today to arrange funeral ser- 
vices for Dr. George C. Butte, 
Texas educator and once republic- 
an candidate for governor. 


The former dean of the 
law 


school at the University of Texas 
died last night following an emer- 
gency operation for an int tlnal 
obstruction. He was 62 years old. 


Mrs. Catherine Jones of Austin, 
Texas, a daughter, was en route 
here by plane to take charge of 
the body and to make funeral ar- 
rangements. Dr. Butte maintained 
his legal residence in Austin but 
had lived here two years. 


The story of Dr. Buttc's life is 


a saga of success, with one excep- 
tion. He ran for governor of Tex- 
as on the republican 
ticket 
In 


1924 
against Mrs. Miriam A, Fer- 


guson and • s defeated. Even in 
defeat, however, he polled 294,970 
votes, a republican record which 
still stands in Texas, 


Born May 9, 1877, in San Fran- 


cisco, Dr. Butte moved to Texas 
when he was 10 years old and lived 
with an uncle in Hunt county, near 
Rockwall. 


When only 18 years old h« took 


his first college degree from Aus- 
tin College in Sherman, 
After his 


graduation in 1895, he 
taught 


school for a number of years and 
then entered the College of Arts 
and the school of law at Texas 
University, taking degrees in both. 


Practiced IAW. 
From 1904 until 1911 he practic- 


ed law in Muskogee, Okla., then 
moved his family to Europe where 
he spent three years at the Uni- 
versities of Berlin, Heidelberg and 
Paris, 


He returned to Austin and join- 


ed the faculty at the University 
where he taught iintermittently 
until he became attorney general 
of Puerto Rico in 1925. He also 
served as acting governor of Puer- 
to Rico, vice goernor of the Phil- 
ippines and later associate justice 
of the insular supreme court, and 
was a special assistant to the at- 
torney general of the United States. 


During the war Dr. ^utte served 


with the army as head of the 
foreign intelligence department of 
the general staff. 


During his administration as gov- 


ernor, W. P. Hobby drafted Dr. 
Butte for work with the railroad 
commission and he organized the 
oil and gas conservation division. 
He also drafted a public utilities 
bill for Te is.

The 
snow was expected to continue in 
East Texas through tonight. The 
shippers' forecast advised protect- 
ion next 21 to 48 hours as follows: 
Northward 10 to 20 degrees in 
Texas, 14 to 28 degrees at Dallas, 
and about freezing to upper Tex- 
as coast tonight. 


The first snow since 1926 fell 
at Presidio on the Rio Grande 
south of El Paso, and the moun- 
tains of Far West Texas were 
covered with a fall that ranged 
up to seven inches. The fall be- 
giin at noon Sunday in the high- 
land section. 


Apparently 
the 
storm 
moved 


rapidly east and southward, and 
by mid-morning Monday points as 
far southeast as Livingston in 
Polk county had 
a. fall of five 


inches, with no sign of a let-up. 
Unofficially it was believed to be 
a record snow in, that area. Lib- 
erty had two and one-half inches, 
the first since 1929. 
Cars were 


creeping over the highways, and 
ranchers 
feared 
for their live- 


stock, which had slight protection 
against such severe weather. 


Little Damage. 
From Crystal City in the Win- 
ter Garden area came an optimis- 
tic report that the three inches 
of "warm" snow would cause lit- 
tle damage to vegetables. 
Straw- 


berry buds were uninjured. 


Official reports of crop damage 


wore still lacking, although the 
Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram said 


freezing weather of the last few 
days has caused 
"irreparable" 


damage to the winter oat crop In 
the Texas grain belt. Damage es- 
timates ranged upward to 75 per 
cent. Amarillo reported the snow 
as "trying" for cattlemen, though 
virtually no losses were reported. 
The continued cold nnd precipita- 
tion will almost assure plentiful 
range next spring and Is giving 
the ground an unusual seasoning 
for next summer's crops, the Ama- 
rillo Glove-News reported. 
Two 
nches of snow was on the ground 
and It was still snowing lightly 
there, with a heavier fall north- 
ward. 
The forecast at Amarillo

BRITISH DESTROYER 


AMONG SHIPS LOST 
OVER PAST WEEKEND 


LONDON, 
Jan. 
22.—<&>—Four 
British ships, one of them a sleek 
destroyer, were sent to the bot- 
tom In a wave of week end ship 
ping losses. 
Three neutral victims also ad- 
ded to the heavy toll of men and 
ships, especially in Icy 
waters 


around the British Isles, which 
some • sources blamed on a sharp 
Increase In mines. 
Sinking of the destroyer Oren- 
vllle,, 1,485-ton flotilla leader, "by a 
mine or torpedo" waa announced 
by the admiralty yesterday. 
She 
was the fourth British destroyer 
sunk in nearly five months of 
war and Britain's 21st acknowledg- 
ed loss to her fleet. 
The admiralty said 118 officers 
and men had been saved, but 
"eight are known to have been 
killed and 73 are missing." 
To Britons, the disastrous week 
end was a sad sequel to words of 
Winston Churchill, first loard of 
the admiralty, who declared Sat- 
urday, "things have never gone 
so well In any naval war." 


But they found consolation for 
their losses by citing the .fact 
that hundreds of warships and 
merchantmen were moving in and 
out of British ports with a steady 
flow of supplies and food. 
Besides the Grenville, sinking 
of 
these other ships 
became 


known during the week end: 
The 7,807-ton British tanker 'Ca- 
roni; her orew of 55 waa saved. 
The British 
steamer Protesi- 
laua, 9.577 tons; her crew of 60 
was sercued.

he didn't strike at the very outset, 
Germany then being fully prepared 
and the allies not yet set. 
Now the allies have the Nazi 
Fuehrer beaten (all three ministers 
claimed this) because of his bad 
economic condition and because the 
blockade has shut him off from war 
supplies and foodstuffs. 


However, the war isn't over and 
the people of Britain and France 
must be prepared for great sacri- 
fices, 


"The only reason peace cannot be 
made tomorrow" (Halifax) la be- 
cause the Nazi government hasn't 
offered to repair the damage it 
has done to Its little neighbors, 
and ita word is worthless to the 
allies This was another bid to the 
German people to throw Hitler out. 


Churchill In effect appealed to the 
neutral countries to join with the 
allies, and made complimentary re- 
ferences to numerous states, from' 
Western Europe to the Dannblan 
countries 
and 
Balkans 
"behind 
whom stands the resolute Turk." 
(Turkey la understood to be In the 
allied camp.) 


Churchill Blasts Communism 
To emphasize his appeal, the first 
lord drew a lurid picture of the 
dangers which he saw In com- 
munism. He used the strongest 
language which any allied states- 
man has employed toward the So- 
viet, there having been a disposi- 
tion prior to the invasion of Fin- 
land to avoid doing anything to 
draw Russia Into the war. The al- 
lied viewpoint appears to have 
shifted. 


It was notable that none of the 
speeches mentioned Italy. This pre- 
sumably was because the allied are 
treading lightly where Mussolini is 
concerned with the Idea of winning
